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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In regard to Applicant's arguments that the given references do not teach "that one user... from another user", Page 12, lines 16-18, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. The claim language does not clearly state that a user is requesting media from another user; it merely 
states that a media request is processed from a user via a network. This can be broadly read to mean a user requests a television program 
from an EPG or VOD system. Finseth teaches selecting programs from an EPG in multiple sections. Brown also teaches a user can 
request media from EPGs, VOD systems, etc. (Col. 1, lines 21-37; Col. 4, lines 46-51). Therefore, the aformentioned limitation is taught by 
the given references. 

In regard to Appliant's arguments that the given references do not teach "notifying the at least... [associated with media]", page 15, lines 9- 
15, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Finseth teaches a user can select a subset of the user-specific sub-history table for sharing with 
another user. This subset can be a summary of the predefined attributes assigned to programs viewed. The user, therefore, can select a 
specific television program, with the same set of characteristics as media that was requested, from his/her sub-history table and vice versa, 
the user can choose not to select a television program that does not have the same set of characteristices as media that was requested. 
As stated in the above paragraph, requested media, as claimed, can be any request for a program or movie from an EPG or VOD system. 
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
